A LEX ANDEIÍ SU l.H VAN. 
Suspicion Lifted from His Shoulders by 
the C'lan-na-Gael R eport. 
R o c h e s te r (N. Y.), June 10th.—The 
Times-Union (W illiam Purcell's paper), 
published yesterday the full text of the 
majority report in "the famous trial of the 
Clan-na-Gael triangle. This is the first 
time the report has seen the light outside 
the Clan-na-Gael. The first report is dated 
January 16, 1889, addressed to the United 
Brotherhood, and reads as follows: 
The undersigned of your committee ap­ 
pointed by the Joint Convention of the United 
Brotherhood and Irish National Brotherhood, 
held iu Chicago in June, 1888, would respect­ 
fully submit the following as its report: The 
said committee was many days in session and 
gave patient and full hearing to the prosecu­ 
tion and the accused, the evidence taken on 
either side being voluminous. 
By a vote of four to two of said committee 
Alexander Sullivan is acquitted of all charges 
preferred against him. and the undersigned, 
for himself, has no hesitancy in reporting that 
no evidence whatever was produced tending to 
convict him with any act even incorrect or neg­ 
ligent, to say nothing of the acts charged 
against him: that, on the contrary, the testi­ 
mony fully convinced the undersigned of the 
maunood, honor, integrity and patriotism ol 
Alexander Sullivan. 
By a vote of 4 to2 D. C. Feely is likewise ac­ 
quitted ol all charges, and the undersigned 
finds lor himself that there was no evidence 
against said Feely to sustain the charges pre­ 
ferred, whether of misappropriation ot funds, 
neglect of patriots and their families, or other­ 
wise ; and said Feely has been an honest and 
patriotic member of our Order. 
Your committee find unanimously that the 
family of Captain Lomasney was sorely neg­ 
lected and lett destitute, and the undersigued 
finds that said neglect was culpable and deserv­ 
ing ol severe condemnation : that while proof 
that said iunds had been provided for said fam­ 
ily by Mr. Boland, who then Uad sole charge of 
matters of the executive, were presented, 
through dishonesty of Mr. Boland’s agents, or 
through the fault of the system then iu use by 
the executive, the funds did not reach said 
family ; that in the judgment of the under­ 
signed the system of conveying funds in such 
cases must be improved and a method adopted 
by which the responsibility of such neglect in 
the future can be fixed for an absolute certainty 
upon the committee or their agents. 
Your committee finds unanimously that C. H. 
McCarthy was properly reinstated in the Order 
by said joint convention, and your committee 
find him a man of honor and páiriotism, who is 
fully entitled to the esteem and confidence of 
his country men. 
The undersigned also find that large sums of 
money were also expended, which brought no 
fruit, and, therefore, might be termed injudi­ 
cious outiay. There was no evidence of the 
conversion of said funds by nnv one oí the gen­ 
tlemen against whom charges were preferred, 
and any waste occurred by reasonof thehazyrd- 
ous enterprise iu which the money was sought 
to be expended. 
By a vote of four to two, each and every speci­ 
fication and charge was dismissed, as herein be­ 
fore cited, and the undersigned finds that there 
was no evidence on which to base a contrary 
conclusion. The undersigned deems it impru­ 
dent at this time to enlarge further or set forth 
evidence, for reasons familiar with the mem­ 
bers of the Order.

The second report, w hich whs dated Sep­ 
tember 26, 18SS, is as follows: 
The committee appointed by the joint con­ 
vention of the I. N. B. and the A. H. at Chicago 
ou the 30th day of June, I8S8, respectlully re­ 
port : That your committee assembled on the 
30th day ot June, 1888, and on the 30th day of 
July, 1888. and on the 20th and 21st days of 
August. 1888. and on the nth, 7th, 8th, 9th, 10th 
11th, 12th. 13th, 11th, 15"h and I6th davsof Sep­ 
tember. 1888; that two sets of changes were re­ 
ferred to your committee by Luke 1 dllon against 
three members of the F. C. aud one by John 
Devoy against the same ; that both complainants 
and all of the accused appeared before your 
committee, and a large number of witnesses 
were examined. Every opportunity was given 
on both sides respectively to establish the truth 
or falsity of the charges. Your committee find-: 
1. That during the period advanced in the 
charge of Luke Dillon Alexander Sullivan was 
not a member of the F\ C., and all of said 
charges were dismissed as to Alexander Sulli­ 
van.2.

SPIRITUALISM EXPOSED. 
•J. AV. Fletcher Opens the Eyes of Some 
I 111 < I <*< I lV o p le . 
C incinnati, June 10th.—Cincinnati has 
long been noted as one of the strongholds 
of the spiritualists. Mediums have flour­ 
ished and several have become rich here. 
Their followers were among the best people 
of the city, and their religion spread so 
fast that the orthodox people became 
alarmed. Last fall a medium, J. W. 
Fletcher, held forth on Carlisle avenue. 
His manifestations were of the wonderful 
order anil his seances attracted great 
crowds, fine night a party of gentlemen 
flashed lights on Fletcher and caueht both 
the medium and his materialized' spirits. 
Fletcher acknowledged the fraud. 
EXPOSING FRAUDS. 
Soon after this the Evangelist Alliance, 
made up of the ministers of all the Pro­ 
testant churches of the city, arranged with 
Fletcher to expose the tricks of the medi­ 
ums. Last Sunday night at Henck’s Opera 
House, to a great audience, he explained 
many tricks, and declared that a combina­ 
tion of the mediums of the city existed, 
and produced letters to prove it." He also 
detailed a plan coDcocted to fleece a well- 
known young attorney who had become a 
partial believer. There was much excite­ 
ment, and Fletcher was hissed and called 
ugly names. 
THE MEDIUMS ARE FRAUDS. 
Last night a big audience of intelligent 
people filled the Opera House to witness a 
Itirther exposure. There were early signs 
ot hostility, and when Fletcher appeared 
be proceeded amid considerable contusion. 
He prefaced his exposure by declaring that 
he bad no ill-will toward anyone con­ 
nected with spiritualistic societies, saying 
that they were probably honest, but the 
mediums he denounced as frauds. 
There were a few hisses, but Fletcher se­ 
cured a committee, some of whom were 
spiritualists, and proceeded. 
He thor­ 
oughly exposed all forms ot slate-writing, 
even getting correct answers to questions 
on slates bolted together on four sides. 
Finally, as a challenge, he allowed a spec­ 
tator to write a question and seal it in an 
envelope, while a second person hid it in 
a slate. 
A 
third person held the 
slate, while the click of a pencil was 
clearly heard. W hen opened by a fourth 
party a correct answer appeared on the 
slate. 
A TRUMPET SEANCE. 
The noise grew and reached a climax 


when Fletcher gave a fac-simile ot a trum ­ 
pet seance. The house was filled with 
hisses, cat-calls, whistlings and ail sorts of 
noise. Many ladies left, aud trouble seemed 
imminent. Fletcher held his ground and 
finished his act. At its conclusion a mem­ 
ber of the circle announced that he had 
been a Spiritualist and particularly partial 
to trumpet seances, but henceforth he 
wanted nothing to do with tbe fraud. This 
called out cheers and hisses. 
MATERIALIZING SPIRITS. 
Fletcher nexl materialized three spirits, 
and one lady declared that she recognized 
the spirit of a child, who called her by 
name. Later the fraud was exposed, and 
the lady announced her disgust with the 
whole business. There was a stir in the 
audience, and a man arose and announced 
that he would run Fletcher out of town. 
Then Fletcher came down in the audience 
and declared his intention of staying right 
here, and challenged any medium in the 
world to do anything by spirit aid that he 
could not do by trickery. It is admitted 
that Spiritualism has rtceived a heavv 
blow. 
CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 
T here is an Increasing D em and for D ried 
Prunes aud Raisins. 
New Y o r k , June 10th.—A leading dealer 
in California dried fruit says that the de­ 
mand for California prunes is greater than 
ever before. Dealers m ust have a good 
stock, though much inferior stock is placed 
and is injuring the trade. The East will 
take up all tbe prunes California can sup­ 
ply at good figures, but producers must be 
more careful in the goods that are boxed 
for this market. Speaking of raisins, a 
dealer also said that New Y"ork would scon 
look to California for its supply. The 
Eastern market is strong, steady "and not 
overstocked. There would be au unlimited 
demand if prices could be made a little 
lower, as they are now too great a luxury.

BOLD DAYLIGHT ROBBERY. 
A W om an in Brooklyn B lindfolded, 
Bound and ltoldied. 
New Y ork, June 10th.—One of the most 
daring daylight robberies that ever occurred 
in Brooklyn was reported to the police 
Saturday night. Saturday evening about 5 
o’clock Mrs. W inkler, of 229 Devoe street, 
was alone with her nine-months-old babe, 
which she held in her arms. 
Suddenly the mother heard footsteps ad­ 
vancing toward her. A moment afterward 
a hand was placed on her shoulder and a 
strange voice whispered in her ear: “We 
are all alone now and I want the money 
which you have hidden away.” 
Mrs. W inkler was startled, and looking 
over her shoulder she saw a tall man ap­ 
parently about 35 years old. He held a 
pistol close to her head. The woman was 
partly paralyzed with fright. 
The man then went to the kitchen table, 
on which there was a quantity of newly- 
ironed clothes, and drew forth a red hand­ 
kerchief and tied it tightly over her face. 
He took the babe from her arms and threw 
it on the floo*. 
Mrs. W inkler was unable to resist. The 
baby cried lustily and the man was evi­ 
dently afraid it would alarm the neighbors, 
so tie served as it he did its mother. Then 
he dragged the woman from her chair to the 
side of a bed in a front room, and, taking a 
rope from his pocket, tied her feet and 
arms together and then fastened the rope 
to the foot of the bed. 
The robber searched Mrs. W inkler's 
pocket and found the key of the bureau, 
unlocked the bureau drawer, in which 
there was $5, placed the money hastily in 
his pocket and decamped.

JIAYTIAN AFFAIRS. 
The Steam er A ilsa Brings the Latest 
News From Port-au-Prince. 
New Y ork, June 10th.—The steamship 
Ailsa, from Port-au-Prince, arrived this 
morning. The first officer told a reporter he 
had heard nothing of tbe reported over­ 
throw of Legitime. A statement was made 
to him by two of the officers of Legitime 
that Hippolyte’s forces were within seven 
miles of Port-au-Prince, but the opinion 
then expressed was that there would be no 
decisive fighting until fall, on account of 
the condition ot the roads. 
The Ailsa carried the transferred mails 
from Hayti, which left there May 30th. 
By this mail advices sent to a local firm by 
hts Haytian representative is to the effect 
that Hippolyte’s forces are within twenty- 
one miles of Port-au-Prince and that 
Leg! ime is still in power. The news 
brought by the Ailsa leaves the Haytian 
troubles still in doubt. 
A cablegram from London, dated May 
31st, says a dispatch has been received 
there from Hippolyte saying lie had de­ 
feated Legitime ami had occupied Port-an 
Prince and proclaimed himself the Provi­ 
sional President is considered unlikely, as 
all this could not occur in one day after 
Hippolyte was twenty-one miles from Port- 
au-Prince. as stated in the advices already 
mentioned aud the report fifteen day earlier.

W ORK AT THE RRIDGE.

Johnstow n, June I0:h.—The progress of 
the work at the stone bridce to-day has 
been more satisfactory than anv so far. A 
stationary engine on "the bridge has done 
more work than fifty men Huge masses of 
broken and bent iron and immense tim ­ 
bers, which the men have been trying to 
move for days, were lifted from" their 
places and moved with ease. Fourteen 
more of these great helpers have been sent 
for. A heavy charge oi dynamite was set 
off to-day and it did splendid execution. 
It has been demonstrated that heavy 
charges must be used in order to do an'y 
good. Three bodies were found to-dav 
near the stone bridge, and ten nr twelve lii 
that vicinity. All the commissary stores 
are kept busy. At Cambria one 
VAST MOUNTAIN OK VROVISIONS 
And clothes has been distributed. Long 
linps of sufferers stood in the heat and rain 
waiting their turn. No one is furnished 
without an order and every department is 
under the strictest discipline. Most excel­ 
lent work is being done here. S.mie good 
work is being done at ilit» Amencus Club’s 
commissary and at others. 
The hurried burial of the dead in Prcs- 
pect H ill Cemetery is causing the residents 
of that beautiful suburb of Johnstown a 
great deal of annoyance, and may cause 
much sickness. The bodies were placed in 
cheap coflin3 and none were secure. The 
odor from the decomposed bodies arising 
to the surface attracted a number of dogs, 
who m ake night hideous by their howling 
and pawing over the graves. 
SHALLOW GRAVES. 
The coffins were put only three feet un­ 
der ground as there was no time to dig 
graves deeper. It was found necessary to 
place guards in the little cemetery con­ 
taining 200 graves to drive the dogs away. 
To-day Dr. Miller instructed the Americus 
Club members who are in camp near the 
cemetery, to securely disinfect it. 
The first funeral flood victim that might 
be truly called such, and in which the 
corpse was taken to the cemeterv in a 
wagon accompanied by 
MOURNER:- IN CARRIAGES. 
And burial service held over the remains, 
were the thirty-five bodies recovered to­ 
day, eleven of them at the Stone Bridge. 
Those taken out of the water were in a 
much better condition than those found 
am ongthe debris. The latter werenot only 
horribly bloated and distorted in feature, 
but decomposition had set in, and the 
stench arising therefrom was so unbearable 
that the men at the various morgues found 
it a disagreeable du'y to wash them.

fully subm it the following as its report; The 
said com m ittee was m any days in session and 
gave patient and full hearing to the prosecu­ 
tion and the accused, the evidence taken on 
either side being volum inous. 
By a vote of four to two o f said com m ittee 
A lexander Sullivan is acquitted of all charges 
preferred against him . and the undersigned, 
lor him self, has no hesitancy iu reporting th at 
no evidence w hatever was produced tending to 
convict him w ith any act even incorrect or neg­ 
ligent, to say nothing of the acts charged 
against him : that, on the contrary, the testi­ 
mony fully convinced th e undersigned of the 
m anhood, honor, integrity aud patriotism of 
A lexander Sullivan. 
By a vote of 4 to 2 D. C. Feelv is likewise ac­ 
quitted ot ail charges, and the undersigned 
finds lor him seli th at there was no evidence 
against said Feely to sustain the charges pre­ 
ferred, w hether of m isappropriation ol fuuds, 
neglect of patriots and their fam ilies, or other­ 
wise ; and said feely has been an honest and 
patriotic m em ber of our Order. 
Your com m ittee find unanim ously th at the 
iam ily of Captain Iximasney was sorely neg- 
lectcd and lett destitute, am i the undersigued 
finds th at said neglect w as culpable and deserv­

laraily ; that in th e judgm ent of th e under­ 
signed the system of conveying funds iu such 
casts m ust be im proved aud a m ethod adopted 
by w hich the responsibility o f such neglect in 
the future can be fixed for an absolute certainty 
upou the com m ittee or th eir agents. 
Your com m ittee finds unanim ously th at C. H 
M cCarthy w as properly reinstated in the O lder 
by said joint convention, and your com m ittee 
find him a m an of honor and patriotism , who is 
fully entitled to thu esteem and confidence of 
his countrym en. 
The undersigned also find th a t large sum s of 
money were also expended, w hich brought no 
in u t, and, therefore, m ight be term ed injudi­ 
cious outlay. T here w as no evidence oí the 
conversion of said funds by anv one of th e gen­ 
tlem en against whom charges" were preferred, 
and any waste occurred by reasoaof the hazard­ 
ous enterprise iu w hich the money was sought 
to be expended. 
By a vote of four to two, each aud everv speci- 
lica;ion anil charge was dism issed, as hcreinbe- 
iorc cited, and the undersigned finds th at there 
was no evidence on w hich to base a contrary 
conclusion. The undersigned deem s it im pru­ 
dent at this tim e to enlarge further or set forth 
evidence, for reasons fam iliar w ith the m em ­ 
bers of the Order.

Your com m ittee, ow ing to certain circum ­ 
stances new transpiring or about to transpire, 
refrain from entering a ’, length into a statem ent 
offacts and reasons on w hich the foregoing find­ 
ings and decisions have been reached, but 
reserve the right, at a future tim e, to set forth 
the lacts and reasons more extensively than 
your com m ittee now believe to be safe or wise.

C i n c i n n a t i, June 10th.—Cincinnati has 
long been noted as one of the strongholds 
of the spiritualists. 
Mediums have flour­ 
ished and several have become rich here. 
Their followers were among the best people 
of the city, and their religion spread so 
fast that the 
orthodox people became 
alarmed. 
Last lull a 
m edium , J. 
W. 
Fletcher, held forth on Carlisle avenue. 
H is manifestations were of the wonderful 
order and 
his seances 
attracted great 
crowds. One night a party of gentlemen 
tlashed lights on Fletcher and caught both 
the medium and his material'zed spirits. 
Fletcher acknowledged the fraud. 
EXPOSING FRAUDS. 
Soon after this the Evangelist Alliance, 
made up of the m inisters of all the Pro­ 
testant churches of the city, arranged with 
Fletcher to expose the tricks of the m edi­ 
ums. 
Last Sunday night at H enck’s Opera 
House, to a great audience, he explained 
m any tricks, and declared that a combina­ 
tion of the mediums of the city existed, 
and produced letters to prove it. 
H e also 
detailed a plan concocted to lleece a well- 
known young attorney who had become a 
partial believer. There was much excite­ 
ment, and Fletcher was hissed and called 
ugly names. 
TH E MEDIUMS ARE FRAUDS. 
Last night a big audience of intelligent 
people filled the Opera House to witness a 
further exposure. There were early signs 
oi hostility, and when Fletcher appeared 
he proceeded amid considerable contusion. 
He prefaced his exposure by declaring that 
he had no ill-will toward anyone con­ 
nected with spiritualistic societies, saying 
that they were probably honest, but the 
mediums he denounced as frauds. 
There were a few hisses, but Fietcher se­ 
cured a committee, some of whom were 
spiritualists, and proceeded. 
H e thor­ 
oughly exposed all forms ot slate-writing, 
even getting correct answers to questions 
on slates bolted together on four sides. 
Finally, as a challenge, he allowed a spec­ 
tator to write a question and seal it in an 
envelope, w hile a second person hid it in 
a 
slate. 
A 
third 
person 
held the 
slate, while the click of a pencil was 
clearly heard. 
W hen opened by a fourth 
party a correct auswer appeared on the 
slate. 
A TRUM PET SEANCE. 
The noise grew and reached a climax 


when Fletcher gave a fae-simile of a trum ­ 
pet seance. The house was filled with 
hisses, cat-calls, whistlings and all sorts of 
noise. Many ladies left, and trouble seemed 
im m inent. 
Fletcher held his ground and 
finished His act. 
At its conclusion a m em ­ 
ber of the circle announced that he had 
been a Spiritualist and particularly partial 
to trum pet seances, but henceforth he 
wanted nothing to do with tfie fraud. This 
called out cheers and hisses. 


M ATERIALIZING SPIRITS. 
Fletcher next materialized three spirits, 
and one lady declared that she recognized 
the spirit of a child, who called her by 
name. Later the fraud was exposed, and 
the lady announced her disgust with the 
whole business. There was a stir in the 
audience, and a m an arose and announced 
that he would run Fletcher out of town. 
Then Fletcher came down in the audience 
and declared his intention of staying right 
here, and challenged any medium in the 
world to do anything by spirit aid that he 
could not do by trickery. 
It is adm itted 
that Spiritualism has received a heavv 
blow. 


C A L IF O R N IA FR U IT .

pistol close to her head. 
The woman was 
partly paralyzed with fright. 
The man then went to the kitchen table, 
on which there was a quantity of newly- 
ironed clothes, and drew forth a red hand­ 
kerchief and tied it tightly over her face. 
He took the babe from her arm s and threw 
it on the floo’.

N ew Y o r k , June 10th.—The steamship 
Ailsa, from Port-au-Prince, arrived this 
morning. The first officer told a reporter he 
had heard nothing of the reported over­ 
throw of Legitime. 
A statem ent was made 
to him by two of the officers of Legitime 
that H ippolyte's forces were within seven 
miles of Port-au-Prince, but the opinion 
then expressed was that there would be no 
decisive fighting until fall, on account of 
the condition ot the roads. 
The Ailsa carried the transferred mails 
from H ayti, which left there May 30th. 
By this m ail advices sent to a local firm by 
his H aytian representative is to the effect 
that H ippolyte’s forces are within twenty- 
one miles of Port-au-I’nnce 
and that 
Legi itne is still in power. 
The 
news 
brought by the Ailsa leaves the H aytian 
troubles still in doubt. 
A cablegram from London, dated May 
31st, says a dispatch has been received 
there from Hippolyte saying lie had de­ 
feated Legitime and had occupied Port-au 
Prince and proclaimed him self the Provi­ 
sional President is considered unlikely, as 
all this could not occur in one day after 
Hippolyte was twenty-one miles from Port- 
au-Prince. as stated in the advices already 
m entioned and the report fifteen day earlier.

T h e city o f Santa Rosa is about to try 
th e experim ent of a sewage farm—that is, 
th e sewage of the town is to be piped or 
forced out upon a plat of land and exposed 
to the ileoderizing influence of the sun 
and the purifying action of the elements. 
T he m anure th a t will result will be dis­ 
posed of for fertilizing purposes. 
The 
idea is by no means new’. 
The town of 
Pullm an, near Chicago, has treated its 
sewage in th at m anner many years, and 
w ith entire success. 
Some portion of the 
city of E dinburgh has treated its sewage 
in like manner. 
H ere and there are to be 
found towns in Europe th at cart the 
heavy refuse out to lands appointed and 
there expose it. 
In Paris a good deal of 
sueh m atter is thus disposed of. 
W hile the 
farm system is commendable where the 
conditions favor it, yet there is another we 
believe to be preferable, and it is that of 
incineration, or reduction by heat. There 
are several large towns and some cities 
that thus treat their sewage, and find it 
the least troublesome anu by far th e most 
economic. 
The cost of the sewers to a 
common point of delivery is the same in 
either case, but the cost of crem ating fur­ 
naces is far less than th at of pipe-1 ines to 
a sewage farm. 
The cost of forcing or 
draining out the sewage to the appro­ 
priated land is greater than the fuel cost 
of cremation, for th e reason th at very 
largely the refuse is its own fuel, after 
slight preparation. 
The result in fertil­ 
izers is less in quantity in the case of cre­ 
mation, but greater in value. 
H eat is the 
one great and unsurpassed disinfectant 
when applied with sufficient degree. 
It 
resolves disease germs into harm less ash 
and vapor, and the gases given off’ resume 
th eir places in the natural economy of 
th e earth. 
F o ra place situated as is Sac­ 
ramento, for instance, there is no method 
known that is at all comparable, in economy 
and in convenience for the disposal of 
sewage, with that of the crem ation pro- 


THE GOOD WORK. 


T i i e St. Ixuiis Globe-Dcmocrat is wrought 
to a high pitch of frenzy over the appoint­ 
m ent of Beverly Tucker as one of the Com­ 
missioners to H ayti. 
W hile some of its 
positions are tenable, it is altogether too 
extrem e and em bittered in its attacks. 
A part front all political considerations, 
Mr. Tucker is a gentleman of large diplo­ 
m atic experience, and in all ordinary re­ 
lations of life is above reproach. 
The St. 
Louis journal is m istaken when it says 
th at “ he held no high public office, al­ 
though old enough to be eligible for nearly 
tw enty years before the outbreak of the 
rebellion.” H e succeeded N athaniel Haw­ 
thorne as Consulto Liverpool in 1857, at 
the time one or the most im portant and 
lucrative offices under the Government. 
Both he and his brother, J. Randolph 
Tucker—who was an em inent member of 
the House from 1874 until 18S7, and the 
intim ate friend of Mr. Garfield during all 
th at period—have been recognized by all 
parties as men of large acquirements and 
unblemished character. 
A warm friend­ 
ship has existed for many years between 
Mr. Blaine and these gentlemen which no 
bitterness of partisan warfare has been 
able to disturb. 
The appointm ent raav 
not have been in all respects the wisest, 
but in itself it does not justify th e opposi­ 
tion to th e adm inistration that it appears 
in some quarters to have awakened. 
In 
the main, the foreign appointm ents of the 
President have been wisely chosen, and if 
he occasionally errs, the nation at large 
does not projxise to indulge in any unjust 
or harsh criticism.

T h a t I t W a s W h ic h E n d e d t h e L ife o f 
P o o r M ilo H a w e s . 
The Coroner’s inquest upon the body of 
Milo Hawes, found dead on Sunday about 
three miles from W ashington, the first ac­ 
count ot which sad episode was given in 
the last issue of the S u n d a y U n i o n , was 
held at W ashington yesterday afternoon, 
Justice C. E. Newton officiating. 
The Coroner’s jury was composed as fol­ 
low s: 
Robert Erw in, Edward Faltrick. 
John Cropper, EdwardTodbunter, W illiam 
Newton, Thomas Wagner, Thomas Mil- 
ward, Jos. McGregor. 
The first witness called was W illiam 
Peterson, who testified that on Sunday 
afternoon he went out fishing, going to 
W ashington lake. Not far from where 
Hawes was found he saw two men, fairly 
well dressed. H e asked them how the fish­ 
ing was, and they replied that they were 
not fishing. W itness moved on and re­ 
turning about 4 o’clock he saw a man lying 
on the ground about twelve feet from ' the 
railroad track, near where he had seen the 
two men together. 
Also saw a hat on the 
ground near the water’s edge, and a vest 
hanging on the branch of a tree near by. 
W itness supposed the man to b e-in to x i­ 
cated and tried to awaken him , but found 
that he was dead. A freight train coming 
toward the city was hailed and witness 
came into W ashington and apprised the 
authorities. 
The authorities who had removed the 
body gave a description of its position 
when found, together with a list of per­ 
sonal 
property discovered. 
A boulder 
three times the size of a m an’s fist, and 
covered with blood, found near the body, 
was shown to the jury. Also, letters and 
papers, which had been taken from the 
pockets of the deceased ana by which he 
was identified. 
One of the letters was 
from a brother-in-law in Los Angeles, 
bearing the signature A nthony R. H er­ 
nandez, and commencing, “Dear Brother.” 
Other letters were addressed to San F ran­ 
cisco, showing ihat the deceased had made 
that city his home not long ago. 
Two strange men who had been seen 
coming from the direction of the scene of 
the tragedy on Sunday evening were ar­ 
rested upon suspicion. They were present 
at the inquest and the witness Peterson 
was asked if they were the men he had 
seen as described in his teslimony. 
W it­ 
ness declared positively that they were not, 
and as the two men were able to give a sat­ 
isfactory account of themselves they were 
dismissed 
John Fay, a switchm an, testified that he 
saw the deceased on Sixth street, in Sacra­ 
mento, at 4:30 on Sunday morning. 
An 
old man was with him . 
After a brief con­ 
versation between the two the deceased 
started toward the bridge alone. 
Witness 
positively identified the deceased as the 
younger of the two men. 
Constable Todhunter related to the jurv 
the position of the body when found. 
It 
was lying on its face. W itness thought 
that the killing had been done at the 
water's edge and 
the body 
afterward 
dragged away into the brush for the pur­ 
pose ot hiding it. 
The m arks on the 
ground indicated that plan and were also 
such as to show that there had been a se­ 
vere struggle. A pair ot suspenders found 
on the ground were broken in two pieces. 
The rem ains were examined by Dr. F. B. 
Sutliff, of Sacramento, who reported in ­ 
juries on the person of the deceased, as fol­ 
lows : 
A fracture of the skull just above 
the right ear, with a depression of the frag­ 
ments of bone on the brain substance. 
Over the right eye a flesh wound one inch 
long. Above the left ear, and nearly on top 
of the head, a flesh wound to the skull, 
about two inches in length. It was the 
fracture which caused the death. 
The verdict of the jury was that Milo 
Hawes came to his death at the hands of a 
party or parties to the jurors unknow n— 
and here rests, at least tor the present, the 
case of one of the most brutal and cow­ 
ardly m urders which ever disgraced the 
State of California. 
Judging from all the evidence obtain­ 
able, the m urder was committed solely for 
the purpose of plunder. 
Unless by fortu­ 
nate’ accident there is little hope of finding 
a clue to the guiltv party or parties in this 
fiendish crime. They have all the advan­ 
tage on their side, for the potent reason 
that their victim was a poor m an. God 
help justice!

S u p e r in t e n d e n t H u itt’s V isit to M e n d o c in o 
a n d S a n F r a n c is c o . 
Ira G. H oitt, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, returned Saturday from 
the Mendocino County Teachers’ Institute, 
held at Mendocino City. 
W hen asked by 
a reporter concerning the corps of teachers 
in that county, Superintendent H oitt re­ 
plied : 
“ 1 found the same spirit manifested that 
has been exhibited by the teachers of other 
counties of Northern California. 
There 
were seventy teachers present, and they 
were above the average in good looks, and 
behind Bone in their enthusaism, earnest­ 
ness and determ ination to keep up with the 
times. The discussions were spirited, in­ 
telligent and useful. The programme pre­ 
pared by Superintendent Dillingham was a 
good one. H e showed his ability at all 
points in the conduct of the Institute, and 
he seemed to be fully appreciated by the 
teachers and by the people of the county. 
The people of Mendocino City opened their 
houses to entertain the teachers, and I have 
nowhere seen more public interest m ani­ 
fested in an Institute than I found there. 
In the mornings and afternoons the spacious 
school hall was filled, and at the evening 
lectures the church was filled, till stand­ 
ing-room was at prem ium . They have an 
excellent school-house at Mendocino, and 
are about to build a $10 000 one at Fort 
Bragg. Some of the teachers came by pri­ 
vate conveyance, from fifty to ninety miles, 
and one teacher said : ’ I came in m y buggy 
120 miles, and I would not have missed the 
work of this Institute lor twice that dis­ 
tance.’ ” 
“ Did you visit any other educational 
gatherings?” asked the reporter. 
” 1 attended the graduating exercises of 
the Girls’ High School at San F rancisco, 
which are always very interesting. One 
hundred and thirty-three young ladies 
graduated. The exercises were good, and 
the physical exercises in the Delsarte sys­ 
tem were charm ingly graceful and capti­ 
vating. 
i also attended the graduating ex­ 
ercises of 
the Kindergarten 
Training 
School, under the management of Mrs. 
Kate D. Wiggin and her sister. Miss Nora 
Smith, and presented the diplomas to 
twenty-nine graduates. The exercises and 
the exhibition of kindergarten work drew 
a large crowd, all of whom went away de­ 
lighted. The kindergarten system is fast 
getting hold on the people, aiid I hope the 
day is not far away when it may be adapted 
to the public school system ot the State. It 
is the natural way to begin the education of 
children.”

“I go _ immediately to Yreka to attend 
the Institute of Siskiyou county, and shall 
return to attend a meeting of the State 
Board of Education next Friday.

PROTESTING SODA-FOUNTAIN OWNERS. 
R. J. Van Voorhies, M. S. H am m er and 
J. C. Sepulveda appeared before the Board 
and rem onstrated against the charge of $2 50 
per m onth for water used in soda-water 
fountains, as they thought it an exorbitant 
price. The m atter was laid over one week, 
and the Board will consider as to whether 
or not the rate should be lowered. 


OLD AND CANCELLED BONDS. 
City A uditor McKee stated that he had 
procured from the County Treasurer the 
$34,000 of old cancelled city bonds which 
the latter had found in going over some old 
papers and documents. 


WANT MORE WATER. 
M. H . Meagher appeared before the 
Board ano asked that the city lay a pipe in 
the alley between Seventeenth and E igh­ 
teenth, D and E streets, so that property- 
owners in that vicinity could get a sufficient 
supply of water. 
Trustee W olf said the city could not ac­ 
commodate them at present, but would do 
so at the earliest possible opportunity. 


TH E CITY TAXES. 
George A. Putnam , City Tax Collector, 
subm itted his annual report, as follows : 
Assessment roll from City Auditor, $274,­ 
133; supplem ental roll, $702 50; am ount of 
cash taxes actually collected, $209,555; all 
of which has been paid into the Citv Treas­ 
ury.

STREET IM PROVEM ENTS. 
Resolutions ot intention were passed for 
grading, im proving, etc., Thirteenth street 
from J to K, and Fifteenth street from L to 
N. 
In the latter case, the cost of so much 
of the work as comes between the rails of 
the street railroad tracks and for two and 
one half feet on each side thereof will be 
assessed to the owners of said railroad, as 
provided by law. It was ordered that the 
previous resolution of intention for improv­ 
ing the same streets be rescinded. 
Bids were opened for the erading of the 
alleys between I and J, Tenth and Twelfth 
streets, and the contract was awarded to 
A ntone King, he being the lowest bidder. 
There being only one bid for the grading 
of X street from T hird to Fifth, the opening 
of bids was laid over one week. 


EX IT POUND-MASTER RUMI1LE. 
The Mayor read a statem ent of B. Muir 
made under oath to the City Attorney, in 
regard to the Poundm aster "taking two of 
his M uir’s) horses, and also in reference to 
the alleged foul language used by Rum ble 
towards the Board when spoken to about 
them . 
Rumble was present, and stated that he 
never used a bad word against the Trustees 
in his life, and that he took the horses re­ 
ferred to because they were tied w ith a rope 
longer than was allowed by law. 
Trustee McLaughlin moved that the of­ 
fice of Poundm aster bedeclared vacant, and 
it was so ordered. Rum ble is now. there­ 
fore, ex-Poundkeeper. 
The Mayor nom inated P. O'Neil for the 
vacancy, but the election was delaved until 
next Monday. 
SIDEW ALK SUPERVISION. 
A proposed ordinance was read for the 
first time, transferring the duties in regard 
to the repair of sidewalks from the City 
Surveyor to the Sanitary and Building In ­ 
spector. 
The following proposed ordinance was 
introduced by Mayor Gregory, and read for 
the first tim e : 
Section 6, ot Chapter V III., of O rdinance Xo. 
17. is hereby am ended as follow s: 
Section 1. From and after the passage of this 
ordinance, all aw nings constructed o rto be con­ 
structed or placed over the sidew alks w ithin 
the city lim its, shall be built in such m anner as 
to be supported directly and entirely by and 
from the building in iro n to f w hich said aw ning 
m ay be constructed or placed. The outer edge 
of such aw ning shall be th irteen feet above the 
level of the sidew alk over w hich the sam e may 
be constructed. 
Section 2. All ordinances o r p arts of ordi­ 
nances contiicling w ith the foregoing are hereby 
repealed. 
Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect 
from and alter its passage. 
Both of the above ordinances will be 
brought up for fiual passage next Monday. 


NEW POLICEM EN’S SALARIES. 
George G. Davis appeared before the 
Board as attorney for the ten newly-ap­ 
pointed policemen, and made a demand 
that a special tax be levied for the paym ent 
of the salaries of the officers. The Board 
considered the m atter for a m om ent, and 
then all voted agains^the request.

A M e etin g L ast N iglit to C o n sid er th e 
W e lfa re o f th e C ity. 
The regular meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Sacramento City and 
County Im provement Association was held 
at the office of Justice Baker last night. In 
the absence of the President the chair was 
filled by the Vice-President, R. T. Devlin, 
who made a stirring speech, urging the 
members to take renewed interest in the 
objects of the Association, which had of 
late been permitted to flag. 
The report of the Treasurer for the year 
lately closed was submitted and accepted. 
It showed cash receipts of $4,060 81 and 
disbursements of $3,192 71, leaving a bal­ 
ance of $868 10 cash on hand. 
J. M. Averv addressed the meeting rela­ 
tive to the encouragement of manufactures 
in the city. 
He had been talking toa party 
who thought of starting a slate business 
here, and to another who was seriously 
considering the establishment ot a woolen 
m ill in Sacramento, he thinking this a 
most favorable location for such an enter­ 
prise. The speaker dilated upon the ad­ 
vantages of Sacramento as a manufactur­ 
ing center and insisted that with a proper 
interest and expenditure of energy upon 
the part of our citizens a great many m an­ 
ufacturing interests might be fostered in 
our midst. 
O. W . Erlew inealso m adea verysensible 
and patriotic talk, in which he paid espe­ 
cial attention to the desirability of the citi­ 
zens awakening from their lethargy, and 
bestirring themselves in the matter of aid­ 
ing by their efforts the development of the 
city. 
Remarks in the same strain were made 
by Senator F. R. Dray. The gentleman 
animadverted upon the action of the Board 
of Trustees in iis action in fixing a lim ita­ 
tion in the m atter of stone walks, where 
new walks are laid. 
H e thought that they 
should be insisted upon throughout the 
city, instead of being enforced merely in 
the business sections. 
The speaker also 
dealt with a num ber of other practical 
themes bearing upon the welfare of the 
city.

Captain G. G. Davis, Commander of the 
H ussar Company (an independent m ilitary 
organization),called at the R ecord-U n io n of- 
lice yesterday and made a statem ent regard­ 
ing the circumstances leading up to the ex­ 
pulsion of Noble Fisher from the company 
at the meeting on Thursday night last, refer­ 
ence to which was made in yesterday’s 
issue upon the strength of a comm unica­ 
tion signed by several officers and members 
of the company. This latter statem ent was 
to the effect that the order expelling Fisher 
was made by a majority vote, whereas a 
two-thirds vote was required, and further, 
that one of those voting for expulsion was 
a mem ber of the band section of the com­ 
pany, but not of the “ troop.” The com­ 
m unication also stated that the report of 
the committee selected by ex Captain Heil- 
bron to investigate the charges against 
Fisher, and 
the counter-charges made 
against Captain Davis and others, was un­ 
fair and a “libel” upon “the company.” 
Captain Davis said that he had but one 
desire in the matter, and that was to set 
him self and the majority of the company 
right before the public. H e called atten­ 
tion to the fact that the committee selected 
to investigate and report upon the diffi­ 
culty (which occurred at a drill some weeks 
ago) was composed of Major C. H . H ub­ 
bard, Major 
Clinton L. White, 
Major 
Frank D. Ryan, Lieutenant John Miller 
and Colonel J. G athrie. The report of 
these gentleman, he says, upheld the ac­ 
tion of him self and found Fisher guilty of 
the charge of insubordination. 
The report 
came before the company for action on 
Thursday evening last, and by a m ajority 
vote the nam e of Fisher was ordered 
stricken from the roll of the company. 
Article X . of the constitution of the com­ 
pany read s: 


E x pu lsio n.—Any m em ber guilty of general 
neglect ot duty m ay, by a majority vote of the 
com pany, have his nam e strieKen trom the roll 
of the com pany. 
* 
* 
*. 
“ This,” said Captain Davis, “is a sufficient 
answer to the assertion that it requires a 
two-thirds vote to expel a member. Now, 
in regard to members of the band having 
votes in company affairs, I wish to direct 
attention further to the provisions of A rti­ 
cle IV. of the constitution, which is as fol­ 
lows : 


D epartm ents. -T h e com panyshall be divided 
into three departm ents: 
(a) A Com m ittee of Affairs, w hich shall con­ 
sist of all the m em bers of the com pauv who are 
entitled to vote, and w hich shall have charge 
of all civil affairs of the com pany. 
lb) A Troop of Cavalry, w hich shall consist 
of the active m em bers of the com pany only, 
w ho shall become as proficient as possible in 
both individual and concerted m ilitary action. 
(c) A Brass and Reed Band, know n as the 
“Sacram ento Hussar B and,” w hich shall con­ 
sist of not more th an tw enty member» of the com­ 
pany, who are sufficiently versed in m usic to 
render practical service as m usicians. 
‘ Further,” said Captain Davis, “Article 
V III. declares that 'it shall be the duty of 
the band to be present at the meetings of 
the Committee of Affairs, target shooting,’ 
etc. On the Investigating Committee were 
two able attorneys—Clinton L. W hite and 
Frank D. Ryan. 
They inquired into the 
m atter of the right of Band members to 
vote with the Committee ot Affairs, and de­ 
cided that, beyond question, members of 
the Band have votes in all company m at­ 
ters. 
“The report of this committee came be­ 
fore the company just as a verdict of a jurv 
comes before a Court of Justice. The re­ 
port (or verdict) was laid before the com­ 
pany for action at the last meeting, and, as 
above stated, the report was adopted by a 
majority vote, and Fisher’s nam e accord­ 
ingly dropped from the roll. That is all 
there is to the matter, so far as Fisher's 
mem bership is concerned, and the action 
of the company upon the report of the 
committee, and this is, of coarse, all in 
which the public generally are interested. 
The cause of all this trouble is another 
matter, and it would not. perhaps, be 
proper to refer to it outside of the com­ 
pany’s meetings.”

Camp­ 
bell rode oil and Boyd meanwhile endeav­ 
ored to obiain a revolver, but friends re­ 
fused to loan him one. Only a few m in­ 
utes later Campbell returned. Boyd went 
out to meet him , and in spite of Campbell's 
warning to stand off he walked w ithin ten 
feet, when the latter fired, killing him in­ 
stantly. Campbell still persists in his state­ 
m ent that, seeing Boyd coming up, he sup­ 
posed he was armed and fired in self-de­ 
fense, after giving warning. 


TROUBLE AT NEEDLES. 


Railway Men Assault a B aker an«l One 
Get* K illed. 


S a n B e r n a r d i n o , June 10th.—W illiam 
Lubreck was brought in this evening from 
Needles arrested on a charge of murdering 
Thomas Johnson, a fireman on the A. C. 
P. road. A party of railway’ m en entered 
Lubreck's bakery, smashed the furniture, 
etc., and finally broke a chair over his head. 
H e then drew a gun and shot Jones 
through the head. 
The Coroners jury acquitted Lubreck, 
who gave him self up to Deputy Sheriff 
Smith. 
The railroad men threatened to lynch 
Lubreck and ¡officer Smith defended him 
for twenty-four hours with a W inchester 
ritie. 
W hen he reached Barstow the rail­ 
road men there also collected and talked ot 
lynching both the prisoner and the officer. 
D iputy Smith armed his prisoner and the 
two men stood off the crowd. Lubreck is 
not being confined, being out on his own 
recognizance, awaiting his prelim inary ex­ 
am ination. The general opinion is that 
Lubreck shot in self defense. The Coro­ 
ner’s jury was composed of the best business 
men of 
Needles, and they’ decided the 
m urder was justifiable. 


SPUNKY SEATTLE. 


Thousands of Men A lready at the W ork 
of Rebuilding the City. 
Seattle, June 10th.—The relief comm it­ 
tee is kept busy providing for the homeless 
and houseless, and about 8,000 meals are 
given daily and 1,000 people provided with 
sleeping quarters. To-day 500 tents were 
received from the posts at Vancouver and 
Fort Cieur d’Alene. They were pitched 
and occupied to-night in the burnt district. 
An arm y of men are engaged in tearing 
down the building of the Oregon Im prove­ 
m ent Company. There have been 400 men 
af work rebuilding its wharves, bunkers, 
etc. 
Tbe Puget Sound Shore, the Columbia 
and Puget Sound, and the Lake Shore and 
Eastern Railroads have large forces at work 
on their tracks. Ail who care to work are 
given an opportunity. In fact, the work of 
rebuilding the town has already com­ 
menced. 


DEADLY FIR E DAMP. 


F rightful Explosion in the Carbonado 
Coal Mine Y esterday. 
T acoma, June 10th.—An explosion of fire 
dam p occurred in the Carbonado coal mine 
this m orning shortly before six o'clock, 
badiy wrecking the mine, and is supposed 
to have killed a m iner named David 
Evans. 
It will be five or six days before the 
wreckage can be cleared away and work 
resumed in the mines. The fire-damp has 
been occasioning a great deal of trouble in 
the mine, and it is supposed that Evans 
was careless in handling his lamp, or that 
the lam p was defective.

JOHNSTOWN AND VICINITY. 


Surgeon-General H am ilton’s R eport to 
President H arrison. 
W ashington, June 10th.—Surgeon-Gen­ 
eral H am ilton, of the M arine Hospital 
Service, who has just returned from Johns­ 
town, made an official report to the Presi­ 
dent. H e thinks the work of clearing the 
debris in the river can be completed in 
about ten days. H e does not favor the 
plan of burning the debris now in the 
river as the contam ination to the water 
comes from the bodies and the tire would 
not touch them . The water supply of 
Johnstown comes from a point above and 
is pure. The use of disinfectants and the 
intelligent work of the corps will prevent 
an epidemic in that vicinity. The greatest 
danger is to the cities below which depend 
on the water from this stream. The dan­ 
ger from the use of this water can be 
avoided by boiling it before use, though the 
thought of using water contam inated by 
dead bodies is revolting. 
He says the report that dead anim als are 
allowed to float down the stream after be­ 
ing loosed from the debris is untrue. 
They are taken ont and burned. Tne 
burned bodies are taken to the morgue. 
He does not touch on the condition of 
outlying villages. 
H e says the work of 
clearing the debris and preparing to rebuild 
will occupy m any months, and subscrip­ 
tions ot money will be needed for some 
weeks. The supply of clothing is good, 
and little m oréis absolutely needed, though 
a large supply of rubber gloves for the 
workmen in handling the dead bodies in 
the debris would be acceptable.
